Gimme No Shelter 


Another proposed OC homeless shelter gets the NIMBY treatment

I s Supervisor Spitzer 
here today?” asks 
Michael Chew, 
founder of Orange- 
Riverdale Homeowners Alliance, 
as he surveys the standing-room- 
only crowd assembled inside the 
overflowing banquet room at the 
Embassy Suites in Anaheim on 
Aug. 5. “We extended an invita¬ 
tion for today's event to Orange 
County Supervisor Todd Spitzer 
but have no returned emails.” 

People shift around to see if 
anyone will answer. “This is the 
community he represents,” Chew 
remarks. “That’s a concern.”’ 

The audience laughs and 
scoffs. After all, Spitzer is sup¬ 
posed to be the group’s highest- 
profile ally, but he’s nowhere to 
be seen. The war on homeless¬ 
ness is a high-stakes venture 
for this alliance, which is all 
about making sure the home¬ 
less—and all the problems they 
have—go away, at least to some 
other neighborhood. 

The alliance believes 1000 N. 

Kraemer Place in Anaheim is the 
wrong location for the county’s 
proposed year-round, 200-bed 
homeless shelter. Along with Bet- 
terSolutions4Anaheim, the group 
decided to host the event after the 
Board of Supervisors canceled commu¬ 
nity forums that were meant to incorpo¬ 
rate local input into the shelter’s develop¬ 
ment process. One of those forums was 
supposed to be held the same day as the 
Aug. 5 event. 

“Supervisor Spitzer announced that 
there would be three community forums 
and the county would be active with the 
community and site,” Chew tells the 
audience, which laughs derisively. “In 
July 2015, the county had one commu¬ 
nity forum meeting, and it didn’t answer 
anyone’s questions. Now the meetings are 
canceled. How will public safety be con¬ 
ducted? How will overflow be handled? 
How will a homeless shelter affect nearby 
businesses and residential values? It’s 
been five months since they’ve started 
this process, but none of these basic ques¬ 
tions has been answered.” 

This scene is strangely similar to what 
happened last year when the county pro¬ 
posed a year-round shelter in Santa Ana, 
as well as when the idea was brought to 
Fullerton the year before that. NIMBY 
(Not In My Backyard) protesters have 
come together to crush the proposal, 
arguing that a homeless shelter would 
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jeopardize public safety, affect business 
and decrease property values. “No one’s 
arguing with the need for a shelter; it’s 
just that the whole process has been bad,” 
says Matt Cunningham, one of the event 
organizers and the conservative blogger 
behind Anaheim Blog. “The county picks 
it, talks about buying it, and [it doesn’t] 
answer any questions. Everybody finds 
out information by accident.” 

Currently, the Kraemer Place location 
is undergoing a review pursuant to the 
California Environmental Quality Act. 
The process will likely take longer than 
the originally planned 90-day period. 
This means NIMBYs will have more 
time to pressure the county to vote 
against it—a decision that will be made 
in September. 

This year’s complaints largely revolve 
around a homeless encampment in the 
riverbed under the 5 freeway in Orange. 
Most people either feel generally uncom¬ 
fortable around the homeless or have 
had firsthand bad experiences with 
them. At the forum, Mike Alvarez, the 
only Orange City Council member to 
vote against the shelter, acknowledges 
the encampment is a nuisance. “Orange 


[Police Department] patrols the riverbed 
throughout the freeway,” he says. “So I 
know the problem is huge along the river 
trail. And it’s not just there—it filters 
throughout neighborhoods.” 

“I take my walk there on the riverbed, 
and it’s scary seeing homeless people 
there,” a woman in the audience com¬ 
ments. “I only saw one man with a badge 
talk to them.” 

Nearby business owners are just as 
worried about the proposed shelter. 
“There still might be people buying pia¬ 
nos from me even if the shelter opens, but 
there’ll probably be fewer people coming 
in,” Chris Vance, owner of Piano Empire, 
says before the banquet room audience. 

“How do you deal with that strip 
club next to you?” a woman in the 
crowd interrupts. 

“It gives the homeless a place to go,” a 
man answers. 

“It’s not a mental facility,” Vance 
responds, defending his location. “It’s 
not a prison-reform facility. But if I get 
a homeless shelter there, it’ll be all of 
those things.” 

Regardless of locals’ complaints, the 
county remains steadfast in its plan. In 


December 2013, OC Com¬ 
munity Services authored and 
submitted the “Shelter Cost 
Model Report” to the Board 
of Supervisors, recommend¬ 
ing the creation of year-round 
homeless shelters with “multi¬ 
service centers,” one-stop 
shops for support such as 
mental-health counseling. The 
report lists existing multi-ser¬ 
vice centers across the country 
as examples. To ensure safety, 
county public information 
manager Jean Pasco says, local 
law enforcement, transpor¬ 
tation services and security 
cameras will be put in place. 

Spitzer recently announced 
to the Board of Supervisors 
that he will deploy resources 
for the homeless at Santa 
Ana’s Civic Center and end the 
Health Care Agency’s (HCA) 
former approach of leaving 
them to mental-health nurses. 
The first sight of progress? A 
newly mounted HCA-oper¬ 
ated tent in front of the center. 

Curtis Gamble, a veteran 
who has been homeless for six 
years as well as an activist, has 
been following the county’s 
plan. At the closing of the 
community forum, he argues 
that the shelter meets all of the legal 
requirements. “The location is 4 miles 
to La Palma Park, where all the home¬ 
less people are coming from, and a block 
or two down is a social service agency 
where the homeless go anyway,” he says. 
“It’s also secluded. The freeway divides 
it from the rest of the community. As you 
enter it, you will see there are walls on 
each side—and no residents.” 

Holding her hand in the air since the 
event began is Eileen Pheland, a woman 
who has been homeless for 20 years, dur¬ 
ing which time she authored the book 
Brighter Side of Homelessness. She is only 
able to speak for a couple of minutes. 

“The meeting was about something for 
us—a homeless shelter—but it sounded 
like it was against the homeless,” she says 
after the event ends. “They don’t want to 
hear anything realistic from a homeless 
person like me—anything that’s actually 
going to help.”

The Nitty Gritty 


LP HASTINGS 


Cody Storts serves a stick-to-your-ribs brunch at Grits Fullerton

O ur first visit to Grits Ful¬ 
lerton, the new diner by ex- 
Hopscotch chef Cody Storts, 
started awkwardly. After 
seating our group of four, our server asked 
for all our names. “We like to be on a first- 
name basis here,” she explained. As she 
proceeded to scribble our names onto her 
notepad as if taking roll call, I thought 
about how weird but strangely refresh¬ 
ing it was. Yet that was the last time she’d 
address us by name that entire Sunday 
morning. A different server delivered our 
dishes. And all interactions we had with 
her and the rest of the staff during our 
meal were cordial but anonymous. It’s just 
as well: I couldn’t remember what she 
said her name was anyway 

I did, however, remember her saying 
the house coffee was cold-brewed for five 
days and that the restaurant was a “scratch 
kitchen.” She seemed proud of that last 
part, but so is the website. Grits’ home page 
reads, “The kitchen is wide open and built 
to scratch-make everything that comes out 
of it.” It continues with this rather bold 
proclamation: “Because BRUNCH in Ful¬ 
lerton needs a kick in the ass.” 

What it doesn’t mention are the prices. 
Brunch can cost upward of $22 per dish. 
You could opt for one of the cheaper main 
entrees of bacon and egg with biscuits 
offered at a mere $9, but the menu all but 
discourages you from trying it—it’s in a 
section labeled “Boring.” And when you’re 
here, you don’t want something boring. 
You want something commensurate with 
the amount of time and effort it took to 
brew that coffee. 


The Pork Cheek Benny is such a dish: 
a Benedict that also happens to be the 
least expensive plate of grits that includes 
some sort of protein and features jalape- 
nos in the porridge. And though it’s the 
kind of meal I knew would slow me down 
the minute the weight of it settled in my 
stomach, I ate the whole thing anyway. 
The yolk of the poached egg was at that 
perfect silken state between liquid and 
solid, and the Hollandaise blanketing 
everything—from the pieces of charred 
pork cheek with a steak-like chew to the 
beveled slices of grilled baguette—some¬ 
how tasted feather-light, even though it 
didn’t feel that way an hour later. 

But then, just about every main entree 
we ordered was a gut-bomb. The most pop¬ 
ular dish, though not necessarily the best, 
was the Pork & Grits. The bone-in shank 
was braised with Dr. Pepper before being 
placed atop more grits and surrounded by 
a moat of gravy that couldn’t quite rescue it 
from being underseasoned and dry. 

If you prefer sweet over savory, Grits 
offers a version of French toast that’s 
made from two slices of a dense, multilay¬ 
ered almond lemon cake. Our serving was 
massive, with the wedges briefly griddle- 
seared to warm it, then served with Storts’ 
version of sweetened condensed milk, 
maple syrup and berries. We only man¬ 
aged to chip a few forkfuls off this pastry 
Rock of Gibraltar; the rest sits in my fridge 
waiting for an occasion when I can eat it 
with ice cream. 

I preferred that over the pancake balls, 
Storts’ attempt at ebelskivers that came 
out with burnt bottoms and looking as 


flat as deflated whoopee cushions. There 
are two ways to have the balls: One has it 
dolled up with hazelnut ganache, rasp¬ 
berry syrup, berries and two hunks of 
almond butter I never ended up using; 
the other is about $4 less, with the balls 
simply dusted with powdered sugar and 
served alongside maple syrup, butter 
and fruit. Whichever you choose, they’re 
too close to a short stack at IHOP in a 
restaurant that tries very hard to be any¬ 
thing but. 

This is, after all, a hipster breakfast 
joint with purposefully mismatched 
chairs that serves bone marrow with bis¬ 
cuits, puts beef tongue in the chilaquiles, 
and offers tiny blue crab tostadas with 
creme fraiche. And when you put in your 
drink order, you’ll be asked whether you 
want a bowl of the duck broth to start. It’s 
best to pass on the broth since it tastes 
like nothing. You’re better off investing 
the $2 you would’ve spent in the $9 pork 
belly plate—a fat-weeping sampler with 
four different preparations, including 
something that approximates an andouille 
sausage and another that’s flavor-packed 
with curry powder. When I returned two 
weeks later to try it, the waitstaff had all 
but ditched the charade with the names. 
It’s probably better to be nameless when 
you’re eating this much pork fat in one 
sitting anyway.

I rvine is rightfully celebrated for its 
Taiwanese food, Persian eateries, 
Diamond Jamboree. But it doesn't nearly 
get enough credit for Indian cuisine. 

From office-park gems such as Vishnu to 
high-end efforts including Clay Oven to 
regional specialists such as Annapoorna, 
Don Bren's manufactured paradise is 
getting more and more desi every year. 
And it's sparking the opening of more 
restaurants like Sanaya Indian Cuisine. 

Here is a spot with a dual identity: 
primarily for office-park drones, but also 
promising more for those who decide to 
take a leisurely meal. Lunch brings out a 
buffet that rotates daily but always satis¬ 
fies, with appetizers, curries, vegetarian 
options, even dessert. There's a ridiculously 
cheap box option that you can only order 
to-go, as well as an outdoor stand to expe¬ 
dite those orders. But if you walk in and sit, 
another world awaits. Bollywood music 
enlivens the atmosphere. A display behind 
the counter features all the Indian beers 
available, from Kingfisher to Taj Mahal to 
even the malty Haywards 5000. The appe¬ 
tizers move beyond gigantic samosas and 
into all sorts of naans, chaats and pakoras. 
(On its website, Sanaya also advertises 
pani poori, the famous hollowed-wheat- 
balls snack, but I've never seen any at the 
restaurant.) While the meals include the 
usual c u r ry/ko rm a/vi n d a I oo/ti kka masala, 
they are spiced for subcontinental tastes: 
The fenugreek and fennel in the silky 
achari chicken reeks in the best way imag¬ 
inable. Sanaya isn't too regional, but that's 
okay; it's happy with serving Indian grub as 
delicious as possible. 

Such diversity is awesome to share 
with native Irvinites, people still in awe of 
how quickly their city changed from bor¬ 
ing suburbia to one of the most multicul¬ 
tural spots in America. On a recent visit, 
my wife—who grew up in Irvine during 
the late 1980s and remembers when 
swaths of the city were still cow pastures 
and agricultural fields—was flabber¬ 
gasted by the diversity of options in the 
plaza where Sanaya stands. She grew up 
knowing Irvine restaurants to be pizzerias 
and fast-food joints. "This is so cool!" she 
squealed as we entered the spot. And 
then we took four samosas to-go.

Straight Outta Compton’s urgent truth gets lost in paperwork

I n the holy trinity of N.W.A, each 
icon had a power: Dr. Dre pro¬ 
duced, Ice Cube wrote the words, 
and Eazy-E was the comic relief. 
Their biopic, Straight Outta Compton, 
blurs those roles. Both Dre and Cube 
produced the film and seem to have 
edited the script with a red pen. The sur¬ 
viving rappers have smudged everything 
that might make them look like creeps or 
chumps, beveling so many rough edges 
their screen selves become blank slates. 
They’re bland good guys—geniuses, 
really—distinguishable mainly by which 
sports logo each wears on his hat. Ironi¬ 
cally, it’s left to Eazy-E, the deceased 
member who can’t sue, to give N.W.A’s 
story life. 

As Eazy-E, newcomer Jason Mitchell 
is introduced with the moon backlight¬ 
ing his Jheri curl before he sprints away 
from the cops. His Eazy screws people 
and gets screwed over. He swaggers and 
threatens, cowers and makes destruc¬ 
tive choices, imbuing the film with his 
deluded, squeaky-voiced soul. By con¬ 
trast, when Cube (Ice Cube’s oldest son, 
O’Shea Jackson Jr., who is excellent) 
smashes up a record exec’s (Tate Elling¬ 
ton) office for skimping on his royalties, 
the scene frames him as a hood hero tri¬ 
umphing over the Man. As for Dre (Corey 
Hawkins) beating TV host Dee Barnes 
so brutally that she filed a $22.75 million 
lawsuit, that’s not here at all. Dre does 
allow in his 1994 arrest for drunk driv¬ 
ing, but he rewinds that night back to the 


studio to pin his behavior on Suge Knight 
(R. Marcos Taylor) riling him up. And we 
definitely don’t see Dre serving any of his 
1995 jail sentence—an odd omission in a 
docudrama that’s often about street cred. 

“Y’all always fucking with me,” groans 
Dre to the arresting officers. That line 
should be Straight Outta Compton’s 
sharpest theme, but in the moment, 
it sputters out like a flat tire. Dre was, 
after all, leading the cops on a 90 mph 
chase through Beverly Hills. It’s a mis¬ 
step because in any other moment in the 
movie, he’d be right. Director F. Gary 
Gray edits the LAPD into the film as if the 
department is Jason in a. Friday the 13th 
movie, always lurking: Its cars roll past in 
the background, its sirens wail unseen, its 
officers tackle the group again and again 
just for being in the “wrong” place (i.e., in 
front of their recording studio or on the 
sidewalk outside a friend’s house). 

An N.W.A movie could have come 
out any time in the past two decades. 
Biggie Smalls got his six years ago; 
Eminem made his three years after his 
first hit. But we’re here in the theater 
today because a generation after N.W.A 
shouted, “Fuck the police!” neighbor¬ 
hoods across America—in Ferguson, 
Cleveland, Staten Island, McKinney, 
Baltimore—still ache to hear it. Ice 
Cube’s blast at cops who “think they 
have the authority to kill a minority” 
echoes. If anything, it has gotten louder. 
The onscreen confrontations with the 
LAPD build to the Rodney King beat¬ 


ing, which we see the stars watching. 
Eazy is outraged by the footage. Nods 
DJ Yella (Neil Brown Jr.), “At least we 
got those muthafuckas on video.” At 
least King lived. How grim is it to watch 
this scene in 2015 and admit that long 
after N.W.A’s brave feud with the FBI, 
things have actually gotten worse? Now 
we have even more cameras—yet the 
victims so often are dead. Meanwhile, in 
last year’s Ride Along, Ice Cube played 
a cop who fires guns at unarmed civil¬ 
ians, falsely accuses a kid of assaulting 
a police officer, and brags that his Wi-Fi 
password is “SuspectShot23.” 

Gray doesn’t fulfill Straight Outta 
Compton’s political potential. (Or per¬ 
haps his producers steered him in a 
different direction.) Halfway through, 
he seems to decide that what audiences 
really want to see in an N.W.A biopic 
is label-contract disputes. The second 
chunk is a grind wherein Cube, then Dre, 
peel away from Jerry Heller’s (Paul Gia- 
matti) Ruthless Records, team up with 
new business partners, and then leave 
them, too. In a 150-minute film, that’s a 
lot of paperwork. It’s clear what produc¬ 
ers Cube and Dre are most interested in: 
the money. Story is secondary, especially 
when the facts are embarrassing. Straight 
Outta Compton deletes what could have 
been its best scenes—say, how Knight 
dangled Vanilla Ice over a balcony so he 
and Dre could fund Death Row Records 
with the profits from “Ice Ice Baby,” the 
antithesis of gangsta rap. 


Knight’s slow emergence as a power- 
hungry player is great. He allows him¬ 
self to get brushed off as a big lug until 
the guys realize he can hit back—hard. 

A back-and-forth rundown of Ice Cube, 
Eazy and Dre’s three-way diss-track 
feud is fun, even if it cuts out the “Dre 
Day” video, in which a character called 
“Sleazy-E” does the Roger Rabbit while 
clutching a cardboard sign reading, 
“Will Rap for Food.” (And it definitely 
doesn’t have Eazy’s counterpunch, 
“Real Muthaphuckkin G’s,” in which 
the rapper bashed Sleazy to death with 
a bat.) 

By the time Tupac and Snoop bop past 
in seconds-long cameos, it’s clear that 
Straight Outta Compton is at once too 
padded and too thin. It’s as if the story of 
these real-life legends was so unruly and 
dangerous that the filmmakers became 
the cops, forcing it into submission. 

The true tale of N.W.A won’t be told on 
film until all of its members are in the 
grave. Hang on to your Raiders caps, kids 
of 2070. At least, unless things on the 
streets turn around before then, those 
future generations will still need to hear 
N.W.A’s famous fuck-you.

OPENING 

THE GIFT From the trailer, and just from 
its initial vibe, Joel Edgerton's direc¬ 
torial debut The Gift looks like your 
stock "When bad things happen to 
good people" thriller, complete with a 
soulful pet dog you just know is going 
to get it. But dog lovers, and everyone 
else, should know that Edgerton (who 
also wrote the script and co-stars in 
the film) isn't out for the cheap, pre¬ 
dictable jolt. The dog ends up being 
okay; it's the humans who suffer, but 
even then, Edgerton is more interested 
in exploring the darker reaches of 


human culpability, regret, and compas¬ 
sion—and in building and sustaining a 
simmering tension—than in loading up 
on gore or violence. What he comes 
up with is subtle, sinister, and surpris¬ 
ingly effective, particularly in the way 
it views men who stomp around impor¬ 
tantly, busy with their various pissing 
contests and the general business of 
running the world. Justin Bateman 
and Rebecca Hall play Simon and 
Robin, a couple preparing to relocate 
from cramped Chicago to a spacious 
midcentury-modern house somewhere 
in California. And then, like a bit of bad 
news in a plaid shirt, one of Simon's 


old classmates shows up. Edgerton's 
Gordo—known, in his schooldays, 
as Gordo the Weirdo—is socially 
bumbling and largely unreadable, but 
possibly harmless. But he also appears 
to be taking an unhealthy interest 
in Robyn. Hall's Robyn is both the 
key to the movie and its anchor. The 
film's wrap-up has missteps, but Hall 
does everything right. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

SHAUN THE SHEEP MOVIE The worst 
thing you can say about stop-motion 
kids adventure Shaun the Sheep 
Movie is that it's a feature-length 
series of sight gags. Based on the 
popular British TV series, Shaun the 
Sheep Movie revolves around the 
pantomime humor of the woolly title 
character (Justin Fletcher) leading a 
flock of sheep in finding and return¬ 
ing the Farmer (John Sparkes), their 
bumbling owner, to home after he 
sustains a memory-and-personality- 
erasing bump on the head. Shaun and 
friends' adventures aren't motivated by 
anything more complex than a circum¬ 
stantial imperative to avoid capture by 
Trumper (Omid Djalili), a clueless ani¬ 
mal control warden. The search for the 
Farmer does not incidentally relate any 
life lessons nor provide insights about 
family or group dynamics. Instead, 
the filmmakers offer a consistently 
enjoyable series of pratfalls and chase 
scenes, all expertly timed and crafted. 
Like other feature films produced by 
Aardman Studios (Wallace and Gromit, 
Chicken Run), the film's stop-motion 
animation lends the sets and charac¬ 
ters a distinctive handmade look. The 
arduous nature of its creation forced 
the creators to focus on the pacing 
and choreography of their exceptional 
set pieces. As a result, even minor 
comedy routines, like the scene where 
Shaun and his sheep friends dress 
up in human clothes and reflexively 
imitate everything a neighboring cus¬ 
tomer does, win a steady stream of 
laughs—this is a superior gag-delivery 
vehicle. Like a great amusement 
park ride, Shaun the Sheep Movie is 


consistently enjoyable. (PG) Simon

TOM AT THE FARM While Xavier 
Dolan's recent Mommy divided oth¬ 
erwise reasonable people into two 
camps—those who considered it a 
masterpiece versus those who viewed 
it as cinematic waterboarding—his 
new Tom at the Farm (which was actu¬ 
ally shot before Mommy) might allow 
the factions to peaceably agree that 
Dolan is capable of making not only 
a genre film, but one that clocks in 
under two hours, even with his usual 
languid pace. Shaggy blond twinkTom 
(Dolan) travels to his deceased lover 
Guillaume's family farm in deepest 
Canada to pay his respects, only to 
learn that Guillaume's mother, Agathe 
(Lise Roy), and hunky brother Francis 
(Pierre-Yves Cardinal) didn't know 
Guillaume was queer, and don't want 
to know—though the aggressively 
no-homo Francis has designs on Tom. 
That the most vicious homophobes are 
often closet cases is not news, but 
Dolan seems less concerned with that 
self-evident fact and more about cre¬ 
ating a mood of unease as Tom falls 
under Francis' brutal spell. It's beauti¬ 
fully photographed, with the 1.85:1 
aspect ratio allowing the rural mise 
en scene to be as open as Mommy s 
1.33:1 was oppressive, before briefly 
changing to 2.35:1 at the end, right 
around the time the film takes an 
unexpected political turn. And if noth¬ 
ing else, we should appreciate this 
respite before Dolan's next three-hour 
endurance test. (Not Rated) Sherilyn 
Connelly.

MISSION IMPOSSIBLE: ROGUE 
NATION Mission: Impossible is Tom 
Cruise's blockbuster plaything, a toy 
chest he offers to directors who catch 
his eye. Cruise used it to resurrect 
Brian De Palma, capitalize on John 
Woo, transition J.J. Abrams from TV 


to film, and shift Brad Bird from pixels 
to a real man. Cruise allowed each 
helmerto adapt his own Ethan Hunt. 

To De Palma, Hunt was a whizkid. 

For Woo, a horndog. Abrams: a hus¬ 
band. Bird: a cartoon. Cruise—not 
his character—is the only constant, 
plus his returning bros Ving Rhames 
and Simon Pegg and whatever new 
leggy, longhaired brunette chooses 
to accept. (This time it's newcomer 
Rebecca Ferguson, and boy are we 
lucky to have her.) Here, Ethan Hunt 
is a cousin of Jack Reacher— the first 
film where Christopher McQuarrie 
directed Cruise—only without the 
quips. McQuarrie, writer of The Usual 
Suspects, gives Rogue Nation a suspi¬ 
cious street smarts. People don't just 
plan—they double- and triple-think 
the enemy, not that the plot matters 
more than a mousetrap. McQuarrie 
loves blundering into a brawl, but 
he's too twitchy to shoot great action. 
One spinning motorcycle stunt would 
have killed if he'd pulled back so we 
could actually see it. Strapping Cruise 
to an airplane is a zippy idea, yet in 
execution, I found myself distracted 
by how the wind flattened his hair to 
his forehead like a sweaty preacher's 
toupee. Better is a simple, circus-act 
move where Cruise monkeys up a 
pole doing what I can only describe 
as horizontal crunches. (He'd make a 
mint in Magic Mike 3.) There's also a 
fine car chase and motorcycle dash 
that combine everything Cruise does 
well: insane physics, credible danger, 
and human fragility. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

RICKI AND THE FLASH Jonathan 
Demme's rock 'n' roll dramedy Ricki 
and the Flash exists in a wormhole 
where the last five decades of pop 
culture are a blur. There's 66-year-old 
Meryl Streep, playing a broke singer 
who ditched her family to dominate 
the stage with the whiskey growl of 
Janis Joplin and the jangly jewelry 
and thigh-high boots of Heart's Nancy 
Wilson. The broad strokes of Ricki's 
life have truth. Women—especially 
of her era—are supposed to grow up, 
play nice, and stay hwome. Those who 
leave their husband and three kids, 
as Ricki did twenty years before the 
movie starts, are demonized. What's 
refreshing about Diablo Cody's script 
is that Ricki never feels a lick of 
regret. The plot kicks off when Ricki's 
daughter Julie (real-life Streep scion 
Mamie Gummer) attempts suicide 
after her husband leaves her, forcing 
her estranged mom to fly home to 
provide comfort—or really, a fresh 
target for Julie's wrath. Other mov¬ 
ies would pressure Ricki to fix her 
"mistake." Instead, Ricki and Julie 
skulk around Indianapolis gorging on 
donuts, getting witchy manicures, and 
frightening the squares. And where 
Ricki can't compute basic bitches, 
Demme despises them. You sense 
Cody wanting to tell a rich story about 
a rebel with flaws. Yet Demme sprints 
through Ricki's sins, crowns her a 
saint, and spends the rest of the run¬ 
ning time taking potshots at women 
who decorate their homes with signs 
squealing, "I would give up chocolate, 
but I'm not a quitter." If only Demme 
shot a scene of Ricki stubbing out a 
joint on a Cathy comic strip. (PG-13)

Wish We Were Here 


The Garage Theatre’s Darkside revisits Dark Side of the Moon

B ecause our corporate overlords 
demand that every word in this 
infernal rag drives readers to 
patronize those businesses that 
advertise in it, please pick up a hard copy, 
peruse the ads for medical-marijuana dis¬ 
pensaries, select one (because, yes, your 
back hurts), get some goods, and then 
fire up your bong and Uber thyself to the 
Garage Theatre’s production of Darkside. 
This show is a five-alarm head trip while 
sober, so watching it uncomfortably numb 
may reduce your neural synapses to a 
quivering puddle of ectoplasmic jelly. 

But what else would you expect when 
one of the smartest, cleverest playwrights 
of his generation, Tom Stoppard, tackles 
one of the smartest, trippiest icons of Dino¬ 
saur Rock: Pink Floyd’s album Dark Side of 
the Moon ? Visually, it triggers those brain 
cells you thought you burned out 25 years 
ago at Griffith Park’s Laserium. Lighting 
designer Christina L. Munich and video 
artist Neil Corbin do wonders with the 
intimate Long Beach space, and director 
Eric Hamme and his energetic cast some¬ 
how turn what has never been an actual 
stage production (Stoppard wrote it as a 
radio play for the BBC in honor of Dark 
Side’s 40th anniversary) into a mesmeriz¬ 
ing, multimedia, idea-saturated work that 
provokes more than a few WTF moments. 

Stoppard’s play incorporates Floyd’s 
album, using it as soundtrack, stimulus 
and commentary for a bizarre tale that 
begins with a philosophical question 
posed by Ethics Man (Paul Knox) that 
launches a Pilgrim’s Progress-like odyssey 
for a troubled, sensitive and brilliant uni¬ 
versity student. Emily McCoy (Maribella 
Magana) encounters dead boys (Steven 
Frankenfield) who never existed, a wise 
man atop the mountain (Craig John¬ 
son), witchfinders (Matthew Anderson), 
fat men (Rob Young), bankers (Jeffrey 
Kieviet) and politicians, with most of 
these meetings in a drought-ravaged land¬ 
scape or a psychiatric ward. 

Amid all that is a lot of talk about kind¬ 
ness and altruism, jugglers on the radio, 
thought-waves, pleas for environmental 
action, corrupt co-option of that action, 
lines from Casablanca and Chinatown, 
Superman, Kant, Hobbes, and Nietzsche. 

It’s heady stuff, punctuated by Stop¬ 
pard’s eminently British dry wit. Yes, his 
story suffers from the Shoehorn Effect, as 
it needs to adhere to the composition and 
organization of the album, and that entails 
forcing some order out of the chaos, as 
beautiful as it may sound at times, of a 
1970s concept album—and we all know 
the concept in a concept album lies always 
in the ear of the listener. 


But it somehow all works. At least most 
of the time. It’s an homage to Dark Side of 
the Moon, but it also makes the album feel 
as if it’s still relevant. Yes, we’ve all heard 
“Money” and “Us and Them” a kabillion 
times, and few bands spark such polar¬ 
izing opinions as Pink Floyd, who are 
equally hailed for their ambition and cre¬ 
ativity and hatoraded for their self-indul¬ 
gent arena-rock pomposity (kind of like 
Rush, except, come on, Rush really does 
suck). But Stoppard’s skillful integrating 
of a soundtrack that many of us grew up 
idolizing, or despising, into his story abso¬ 
lutely forces a reimagining of the piece. 

Getting anyone to care about one of the 
most commercially successful rock albums 
in history some 40 years after its release 
is an accomplishment. Just as impressive, 
however, is Hamme’s turning Stoppard’s 
radio play into a fully realized production 
(his is the first company to have secured 
permission from Stoppard to do so). He 
had a lot of help, with sound designers, 
technical directors and video assistants 
mentioned in the program, so who knows 
who really did what. But their efforts 
absolutely coalesce into something unique. 

As does the ensemble’s work. Anderson 
particularly shines as the witchfinder 
and Emily’s shrink, Dr. Antrobus, and 
Magana’s Emily contributes a skillful, 
empathetic performance. Passionately 


searching for something that resembles 
the truth, she smacks against obstacles, 
whether bloviating philosophy professors 
or myopic, self-serving pigs. Ultimately, 
her biggest obstacles—such as the bril¬ 
liantly deluded personality who inspired 
so much of the album, Syd Barrett—lie in 
her mind. As she is confronted with the 
natural wreckage humanity has wrought 
upon the Earth in pursuit of profits or 
convenience (“Hardwoods are toppling 
for dashboards/The last swordfish is 
gasping beneath a floating island of plastic 
as big as France”), her pursuit of the milk 
of human kindness collapses into itself, 
creating one massive hallucination that is 
also one hell of a roller-coaster ride. 

Basically, her dam breaks open far too 
soon, and she winds up in a place where 
it’s all dark. Yet even there, she clings 
to one precious sliver of hope, the same 
hope that has carried people and nations 
through solitary dark nights of the soul 
and unimaginable catastrophe: the pos¬ 
sibility there’s something better out there, 
or in here. 

Or maybe I just caught a contact high.

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Less Wipes, 
More Trees 

W hen we first think about making 
our homes more sustainable, 
we look at the obvious problems: 
plastic bags, yucky products loaded 
with harmful chemicals, and food 
grown with pesticides and antibiotics. 
But perhaps the less obvious changes 
are causing our biggest problems. 
Even though recycling is incorporated 
into many trash pickups, there's still 
that whole deforestation problem, 
and one of the biggest culprits is 
toilet paper. 

In the U.S. alone, we cut down 15 
million trees per year and use more 
than a trillion gallons of water to turn 
bark mush into those soft, supple 
rolls that bears in the woods love so 
much. Recycled toilet paper is a better 
choice, but if you've ever tried it, you 
know it doesn't quite hold up. 

Even better is a bidet, but we're 
so used to toilet paper that even the 
most lavish one in Europe makes us 
uncomfortable. (Don't even mention 
water troughs in countries such as 
Thailand.) If you stepped in dog poo, 
would you run for a paper towel or 
the hose? It doesn't make sense that 
we wipe our butts, the thing we walk 
around with all day, with just a teeny 
piece of tissue. 

A company called Tushy (www. 
tushy.me) may have created the easi¬ 
est solution. It's a bidet attachment 
that will fit on a/7/toilet and hooks 
directly to your clean water line, using 
only one pint of water per visit. It's 
easy to install and self-cleaning. To 
get the full blow-dry experience, you'll 
have to splurge on one of those lavish 
bidets, but paired with a dry wash¬ 
cloth, Tushy will do the trick. As the 
company says, "Treat your butt like 
your face."

The Evolution of 
Black and Gray 


Steve Soto of Goodfellas Tattoo Studio 


here’s no doubt that the fine- 
line style of black-and-gray 
tattooing began in SoCal, but 
it’s artists such as Steve Soto 
who take it to the next level. The head of 
Orange’s Goodfellas Tattoo Studio (not 
the bassist from the Adolescents) likes to 
challenge himself with every piece. 

“Traditional doesn’t change; it’s in the 
name that it’s based on tradition,” the 
36-year-old Soto says. “Black and gray is 
always changing. Artists can do so much 
more worth getting excited about. It’s 
about developing new ways to do things 
and make them different while still keep¬ 
ing it genuine, not taking iconic images 
and making them wacky.” 

Soto didn’t have dreams of becoming a 
world-famous tattoo artist when he started 
in 2001. As a community college student, 
he was looking to make some money on 
the side so he could pursue an art degree 
at a university. But things soon changed. 

“I had a misconception about it when I 
started tattooing,” Soto says. “I thought it 
was just some dudes in a shop putting ink 
on skin. I thought there were limitations 
to what it could look like. That was back 
when flash was popular, so I decided I 
wanted to be the one who drew the flash. 

I saw guys coming in selling flash for $300 
or $400 each time and I wanted to do 
that, so I was making money in tattooing 
before I could even tattoo.” 

Outside of tattooing, Soto designs for 
companies such as Microsoft and Elec-

tronic Arts to make sure the tattooed 
characters in their games have topnotch 
ink. He’s also traveled the world (and will 
be hitting Europe, Australia and South 
America within the next few months) 
and designed for clothing, energy drinks 
and more. “Tattooing is the nucleus of it 
all,” Soto says. “I have a lot going on, but 
I’m always working on evolving my style 
of tattoo. Recently, I’ve been working on 
these clown girls—like with the gangster 
clown makeup—but doing them in my 
own way.” 

And he believes evolving as an artist is 
good for the industry. “I think I got in at 
the perfect time,” he says. “There’s a lot 
more competition in the quality of tattoos 
because there’s a lot of people doing good 
tattoos in a certain style. It’s a lot harder 
to make money doing one style, but at the 
same time, that makes it easier to not have 
a specific style. If you’re just doing good, 
quality tattoos that are your own, people 
will pay for something that looks different.”

Sci-Fi Headbangers 

Fear Factory crank out metal about demons and dystopia 

BY ALEX DISTEFANO 


F or just about a quarter of a 

century, LA-based Fear Factory 
have been producing a sound 
steeped in science fiction and 
dystopian and futuristic themes about 
machines becoming intelligent and tak¬ 
ing over humanity. They blend the harsh, 
aggressive overtones of metal with ambi¬ 
ent, beautiful melodies that stick, clearly 
influencing hordes of up-and-coming 
metal and hardcore bands. Lead singer 
Burton C. Bell recently spoke with us 
about the band's new record, Genexus; 
the tour with Coal Chamber; their 
lineup (featuring guitarist Dino Cazares, 
drummer Mike Heller, longtime friend 
Tony Campos on bass); Bell’s love of 
science-fiction films and literature; and 
the band’s signature sound. 

OC WEEKLY; Tell us the concept 
behind Genexus. 

BURTON C. BELL: This record is about 
the next evolution of humanity, which is 
when man and machine become one, the 
singularity. It’s based on Ray Kurzweil’s 
theory on man and machine merging 
by 2045. This shows this generation’s 
experiences: what they might feel about 
the world and themselves, their empathy 
toward themselves, and how they view 
humanity during this dark time. 

How long have you been into this style of 
writing lyrics, as well as sci-fi/dystopian 
films and literature? 

I was always into this stuff, since I was 
a young kid. My dad was into Star Trek, 
The Outer Limits, Twilight Zone —and I 


really loved Star Trek. I was so curious. I 
loved hearing about space and artificial 
intelligence and started reading science- 
fiction books at a young age, too. The 
first author I read was Robert Heinlein, 
who wrote Starship Troopers. When I 
was 8,1 discovered Star Wars and was 
just blown away. Then movies became 
a big deal, and I read more and kept the 
interest alive. And in high school, I read 
Orwell’s 1984, [as well as] stuff by the 
great Ray Bradbury and Philip K. Dick, 
and [watched] the movies of the 1980s 
like Predator, Terminator, Robo Cop, 
Blade Runner —and from then on, I’ve 
loved it all. 

Do you pay attention to politics or cur¬ 
rent events? Do you believe in any con¬ 
spiracy theories? 

I do follow what’s happening in the 
world and technological advances, 
astronomy, science and lots of other 
stuff, including many other so-called 
conspiracy theories and other ideas 
many people don’t think about, all of 
which are plausible. It’s just a different 
perspective, and they can be fascinating 
to read or hear about. 

Do you think the futuristic dystopia 
depicted in your albums will come true? 
Well, in a lot of ways, it is true. We’re 
not in a pure dystopian society yet. But 
we are in a society that oppresses the 
poor, people of different backgrounds, 
cultures, religions and more. We live in a 
suppressive state; oligarchs and tyrants 
run this nation. Political dissidents are 
singled out, history is being rewritten, 


and war is big business. I write stories 
based on reality, a projection of what I 
see with the advancements of technol¬ 
ogy. Just research this stuff, and man, it 
will scare you and blow your mind. 

When you hear the clear influence of Fear 
Factory’s signature sound in so many 
other bands today, do you get annoyed or 
take it as a compliment? 

I take it as a compliment! It shows that 
Fear Factory’s music has been inspira¬ 
tional for all these bands to create art, 
make music. It’s a very powerful, posi¬ 
tive aspect. Bands have taken what we 
do, and some have tried to imitate Fear 
Factory, but no one has done it suc¬ 
cessfully. But if they are influenced by 
our sound and they can succeed, then 
that’s great! I don’t see any negatives to 
it at all. 

Tell us how Max Cavalerafrom Sepultura 
“discovered” the band in the early days of 
playing underground metal shows in the 
LA backyard scene. 

Yeah, at that early time for Fear Factory, 
we were an underground LA metal band. 
But, at one point, Dino and I went to see 
Sepultura and Napalm Death play in LA 
somewhere. Our manager early on was 
a friend of Max’s wife, so Dino ended up 
getting our music to him, and he dug it, 
so he got Monte Conner from Roadrun- 
ner to notice us, and the rest is history. 
Tell us about the latest addition, 

Tony Campos. 

Tony’s been a good friend of the band for 
many years now. We’ve all known one 
another—I toured with him in Static X 


and Ministry, and Dino has played with 
him in Asesino, so we’re all good friends. 
When the time was right, our bass player 
left for personal reasons, and our homie 
Tony jumped in, and it made sense, and 
we’re all cool with it and glad to have 
Tony onboard. 

Are you guys excited to go back on the 
road for the U.S. tour with your old 
friends in Coal Chamber? 

Hell yeah! Absolutely! Coal Chamber 
is another band we’ve known for years. 
We came up together as local LA metal 
bands. We never toured with them, 
only played shows, so this should be 
fun. It was really perfect timing: Our 
new record’s coming out, and they are 
promoting a new album as well. I love 
being out on tour with people I love 
and respect. 

What are Fear Factory’s plans for the rest 
of the summer? 

Well, the Coal Chamber tour started in 
late July and goes throughout the U.S. 
and North America through September. 
Then we go to Europe for a proper head¬ 
lining tour in the fall, and eventually, we 
get down to South America and more. 
We’re all very excited about this tour, 
album and more coming up, including a 
music video and a graphic novel.

Breaking Down Walls 

Meet Latin alternative’s new leading lady

W ith a last name that means 
walls in Spanish, De’Anza 
Paredes knows about 
breaking boundaries. 
With the traditional, Mexican stringed 
instrument called a vihuela, she is 
knocking down cultural barriers. 

“Sometimes doors are closed for me 
because people say I’m a Latin artist,” 
Paredes says. “They are also opened. It’s 
interesting because it’s not like we’re 
playing salsa or every song is a cumbia.” 

Growing up in Santa Fe in the 1990s, 
she listened to hip-hop, R&B and rock— 
as well as mariachi music with her 
abuela. But she was looking forward to 
leaving her hometown after high school. 
Paredes fell in love with Los Angeles 
while vacationing in 2004, but when 
she checked out college campuses, she 
decided to settle in Fullerton. While the 
metropolis north of OC initially seemed 
daunting, Paredes later mustered the 
courage to move to LA and study at 
the Los Angeles College of Music in 
Pasadena. “One of my teachers always 
preached, ‘Patience, Practice and Per¬ 
severance,”’ she says. “It’s something 
that I still have to consistently remind 
myself about.” 

After graduating in 2007, Paredes 
spent many years working odd jobs, 
including as a waitress, while honing her 
sound. “I really did my own artist devel¬ 
opment,” she says. Her path led back to 
the mariachi music her grandmother 
loved, but in a very different way, as she 


picked up the vihuela in search of non- 
traditional melodies and rhythms. “One 
day, I went to East LA and just bought 
one!” she says. 

“The way that I play the vihuela is 
very sacrilegious, but I like experi¬ 
menting with those sounds,” Paredes 
continues. She fuses her instrument of 
choice with electronic music layered 
with reggae, R&B and jazz. “One thing 
I love about the United States is how 
rich it is musically—a lot of things stem 
from the blues. And Latin America has 
beautiful folk.” 

The songstress has also studied Latin 
American greats such as Cuba’s Silvio 
Rodriguez and Panamanian Ruben 
Blades, as well as the region’s storied 
poets. “I love Facundo Cabral and 
Jaime Sabines,” Paredes says. “If there’s 
one thing that I want to do, it’s be a 
great songwriter.” 

Paredes, who sings in both Spanish 
and English, exhibits her confident and 
focused sound on her debut EP, Desper- 
tar (or Awakening ), which she is releas¬ 
ing Tuesday on her own label. “The ben¬ 
efit of me creating my own label is that I 
get to say, dress and be who I want,” says 
Paredes. “On the flip side, poco a poco —it 
takes some time.”

B orn into a family of musicians who play 
jazz, tejano, oldies and funk, it was only a 
matter of time before Johnny Love got the itch 
to pick up an instrument. Despite growing up 
in Santa Ana, steeped in his Mexican heritage, 
his musical tastes were ultimately influenced 
by the island of Jamaica. "I was 13 when I first 
picked up a guitar, but ever since I was a kid, I 
was always the one singing, dancing and put¬ 
ting on a show," says Love. "As a rebel in my 
early teens, I was into hardcore ska and metal, 
but I got rooted in reggae some years after." 

Love began touring as a solo act in 2009. 

"I chose reggae music to help spread the 
message of love and the importance of fam¬ 
ily, respect and unity. I wanted to create a 
positive vibe that's unique and special to give 
backto the people in need," he says. Widely 
known for his powerful energy and passion 
while performing onstage, his band's musical 
style is something he refers to as barrio roots 
reggae. "It's a fusion of Latin, rocksteady 
roots, reggae, ska and cumbia. We bring high- 
energy, conscious vibes and a taste of street- 
culture music." 

Since forming in 2013, the Johnny Love 
Band have relentlessly played shows up and 
down the California coast, with occasional 
appearances in Texas. With Love on lead 
guitar and vocals, Kelly Caballero on backup 
vocals and percussion, Yesre Rodas on bass, 
and a solid group of guest drummers in rota¬ 
tion, the band recently embarked on their first 
national tour. "It was awesome having fans in 
places I've never been to," Love says. "The 
whole journey was unreal, but nothing beat 
chilling on Padre Island in Texas with my family 


and the entire band enjoying the island vibes 
for the first time." 

While living on Padre Island in 2010, Love 
dropped an independent EP of his first record¬ 
ings, Cool Down. Nearly five years later, the 
Johnny Love Band will release their first full- 
length, Mi Mexicana. The album was produced 
in San Diego at Imperial Sound Recording 
Studio by E.N. Young, a fellow solo reggae art¬ 
ist and member of the nationally touring Tribal 
Seeds. "We are very grateful to have such an 
amazing producer working with us and having 
Roots Musician Records supporting us," says 
Love." "It's a dream come true to be working 
with such an esteemed label." 

Love describes the album as artistic, 
intellectual, beautiful, cultured, strong and 
independent ."Mi Mexicana is a whole new 
sound paralleling with the evolution of my spirit 
and my knowledge," he says. "This album 
is definitely more rooted and grounded. The 
sound and quality is night and day with the last 
independent release. I can't wait for people to 
hear it." Although no official release date has 
been set, the band are aiming for late August 
or early September. 

The Johnny Love Band expect to embark 
on a nationwide tour this September, with a 
West Coast run in December. But first there are 
some upcoming local shows. "It's time to get 
down and give backto the barrio who helped 
get us here," Love says. "It's a celebration; 
we're giving thanks and praise to all those who 
believe in us and motivated us to get out there 
and spread the love!"
